For if Christmas is the 
Mass of the Christ what better or more 
joyous setting could there be than 
Sunday, the Lord's Day? 

Christmas is essentially a spiritual 
festival. There were, in the first cen- 
turies of the Christian era, at least 
two great pagan festivals held on this 
same December 25th, each marked by 


gluttony,, drunkeness and licentious+ 
ness, pagan vals ofttimes are 
in some historians 
have far as to suggest that 


December 25th was set as the birthday 
of our blessed Saviour, not so much 
from the standpoint of actual histori- 

cal. but because this date was 
about the only occasion that Christ- 

lang could really call their own to wor- 
ship God in peace, whilst the pagan 
world drank and ate itself into a state 

of animal stupor. 

. The world needs to get its relixtous 
and Christian compass adjusted at 
Christmas if it is to remain true and 
loyal to the Divine Gift of the Christ 
during the ensuing twelve months. 

There is no denying the fact that 
Christmas today is predominantly pa- 
gan in Character; people cater to 
stomach rather than to soul; there is 
more of worldly merriment than there 
is of heavenly rejoicing; more noise 
than song; more devil than God; more 
turkey than Lamb.

Modern society has become so com- 
plex .and inter-dependent that the 
rugged individualism of our ancestors 
stil highly extolled by many, is. no 
longer a virtue. Cooperation, rather 
than selfish individualism must be the 
fundamental principle of our lives, or 
une structure of our society will. be 
weakened and eventuaily collapse. 

This is a day of specialization. The 
doctor does nothing but mend the 
heaith of citizens, and relies upon 
others to supply him with all of his 
other needs. The ‘tailor mends our 
clothes and lets others provide him 
with food and shelter. The teacher 
seeks to make better citizens out of 
the youth of the land, and buys the 
material necessities of life from the 
merchants. The merchants in turn 
perform one highly specialized func- 


‘| tion, and remain dependent upon hun- 


dreds or thousands of other workers 
for their complete livelihood. 


Bechuse of its cmplexity, our soc- 
lety is highly sensitive. It is like an 
intricate machine. if one part of the 
machine fails to- perform its proper 
job, the whole machine is afrected. 
Unfortunateiy, our society? because it 
is composed of human material with 
unpredictable, and often uncontroll- 
able, proctivities, is much more diffi- 
cult to manipu.ate than i tue factory 
machine, A aemocratic society, espec- 
jally, rarely runs with tne smootuness 
and constancy of a maénine, because 


its various parts ‘lack centralised con- 
trol, but act more or less independent- j 


ly and according to their individual 
‘| wills. 

How one working part may interfere 
with the smooth operation of the 
whole social machine was well demon 
strated on the occasion of our recent 
Wainwright Days. One group in our 
town, the merchants, disregarding com 
pletely the interests of another group, 
the schools, upset the equilibrium of 
our social machinery which promptly 
developed a wobble. The machine fail- 
ed to operate at maximum efficiency. 
It is the expression of a fine. senti- 
ment for our merchants to say Thank 
You for past patronage. Just how ef- 
fectively, convincingly and unselfishly 
they said it, I shall leave to others to

goes into the ground. 

The seed drill survey made last 
spring by Field Supervisors and Dis- 
trict Agriculturists showed that 30 to 
70 percent of the seed sown in Alberta 
was of Rejected Grade. This means 
that we are continually planting the 
weeds and then spending consider- 

sums of money each year endeav- 
oring to control them. More care in 
cleaning seed is the only solution. The 
ordinary fanning mill is one of the 
most valuable machines on the farm 
if properly used. If every farmer paid 
strict attention to the type of seed he 
sows, the saving in money, time and 
wead men would be tremendous. 

Maybe: a central seed cleaning plan’ 
would be the answer.

American foulbrood for instance, is the 
disease for which there is no satisfac- 
tory cure, and unless it is cleaned up 
immediately on discovery it can spread 
through a district very quickly, Of 
great aasistance to beekeepers in 
checking spread of disease is the in- 
spection service, but this service can- 
not operate efficiently unless all bee- 
keepers and their whereabouts are 
known. 5 


The Bee Diseases Act requires that : 


all beekeepers register annually with 
the Alberta Department of Agriculture 
at Edmonton. Anyone keeping bees 
who has not yet registered should ap- 
ply at once.

Report 
to the People 


The, first Session of the twenty 
first Parliament came to a swift con- 
clusion on Saturday night, the 10th 
inst., three weeks later than the pro- 
rogation date tentatively set earlier in 
the Session. For four weeks before pro 
rogation the sessions of the Commons 
were called for eleven o'clock in the 
morning and continued until eleven at 
night, with recesses from one to three 
and six to eight each day. This is an 
old practice at Ottawa and many of 
the most contentious pieces of legisla- 
tion or items in the estimates are 
postponed until the final rush is on 
and then, with many members de- 
parted for home, easier going is en- 
countered. 

The early part of the Session was 
the quietest I've witnessed in thé 
years spent at Ottawa but after the 
resignation of Mr. McGregor, Combin- 
es Investigation Act Commissioner, 
things began to happen and We had a 
very lively time for-some weeks, the 
Government with its huge majority 
being on the defensive and taking a 
real shellacking from all the ‘opposi- 
tion parties. This effective piece of 
work demonstrates very clearly the 
need for an alert and aggressive op- 
position and upsets the arguments of 
Government speakers during the last 
election campaign, to the effect that 
if you are not sitting in the Govern- 
ment caucus you are unable to do any 
good. F ‘ 2 

The present Minister of Justice, Hon. 
Mr. Garson, who did not arrive in Ot- 
tawa until late in January last, was
